Pasadena man really ‘bugged’ by his work 


Kutcher e.xplains that spraying Lemon Pledge 
around the path of a tarantula will repel the tarantula 
and make him stay in one place or walk a straight 
line. 

Kutcher, also known to Hollywood as a “bug 
wrangler,” provides all types of little wiggly things 
for Hollywood. He uses his dead fly collection to 
cover garbage cans in movies. He trains all kinds of 
creatures to react to stimuli, which causes him to go 
through the antics needed in various movie scenes. 

This entomologist (a scientist who studies in¬ 
sects) has been observing and training and playing 
with bugs since he first started collecting fireflies in 
New York at age 4. He moved with his family to Cal-

He can also make a cockroach run across the 
floor and flip over. 

It’s not east to get bugs (or arachnids, which are 
spiders) to do these things. They aren’t able to make 
decisions, so this “insect consultant,” as he’s known, 
uses stimuli which are signals from the environment 
that trigger responses from insects, spiders, whatever. 

Some insects are attracted to light (a behavior 
called phototaxis). We’ve seen moths and butterflies 
dash right toward light. 

Other workable “training” tools, according to 
Kutcher, involve chemicals. 

The scent of a flower might tell the bug that 
there’s food nearby. The instinct that causes bugs to 
move toward or away from a chemical is called chem- 
otaxis.

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Easter dangerous time 
chicks and ducklings 


for bunnies, 


As Easter approaches, 
the Pasadena Humane 
Society reminds parents 
not to give baby bunnies, 
chicks or ducklings to 
their children as pets. 
They are very fragile 
creatures that require 
special care and htmdling, 
as well as a commitment 




Children playing with 
these animals do not realize 
how delicate they are and 
unintentionally injure or 
kill them. The babies are 
also at great risk from 
poor diets, exposure out¬ 
doors and even other pets, 
such as dogs and cats. 

If they do live past their 
first few weeks or months. 


they are often then aban¬ 
doned at animal shelters, 
or set free in parks and 
wilderness areas, where 
they are in danger from 
other predators. 

“Please be a responsi¬ 
ble parent and give your 
children stuffed toys for 
Easter, not live animals,” 
says Steven McNall, execu¬ 


tive director of the Pasa¬ 
dena Humane Society. 
Stuffed toys can be for¬ 
gotten without harm when 
the novelty wears off. 
And children will gain a 
sense of value for life if 
parents explain why they 
can not have “that cute 
ducky” in the pet store 
window. 


Caution key 
in preventing 
carjackings 

Law enforcement officials warn 
that carjacking is a dangerous crime. 
The following are more precautions that 
may help in preventing carjackings: 

* If you are approached by a person 
with a weapon who demands that you 
turn over your wallet, your purse or 
your car keys, comply. The loss of these 
items is not worth your life. 

* Keep your vehicle locked and the 
windows rolled up. Not every car has 
air conditioning, but keep windows up 
enough to make it difficult for someone 
to reach in. 

* Don’t make yourself even more 
attractive as a victim by leaving your 
purse or other valuables in view while 
you’re driving. 

* Plan your route in advance, and 
know something about the area you 11 
be driving through. There are some 
areas that aren’t safe, day or night. 

* A reminder for general safety: 
Always keep your car well-maintained, 
and make sure you have plenty of gas. 
You don’t want to become stranded in 
a dark, unfamiliar or questionable area, 
making yourself vulnerable to other 
types of crime. 

* If you are forced to pull over while 
on the freeway, or your vehicle becomes 
disabled, use extreme caution. Be wary 
of people who stop and offer help. 

* Keep your house keys on a separate 
ring from your car keys. 

* If you are the victim of a carjack¬ 
ing, call 911 as soon as possible. 

The most important rule is this: If 
a gunman wants your car, give it up. Re¬ 
member, the chances are favorable that 
you’ll get your car back.

History has always been one of my favorite 
subjects, so it is only natural that my small library 
has a prepionderance of books relating to govern¬ 
ment, politics, religion, economics, and even 
cowboys, Indians and the early railroads. There 
is one, however, never mentioned as a history 
book, but that is what it is, filled with informa¬ 
tion of a past age. I am referring to a copy of the 
1902 Sears, Roebuck and Co. catalog. To peruse 
the pages of this remarkable historical document, 
and that is what it is, means stepping back into 
another age, compared to now, almost a Land- 
That-Never-Was. The artifacts displayed, the 
prices quoted and the sales pitch are different 
than anything in today’s market. Who, for in¬ 
stance, has recently bought an all wood washing 
machine for $2.75? 

Looking through the catalog recently, my 
eye was caught by a picture of a huge coal/wood 
burning kitchen stove. It was the top of the line 
in size; decoration and price...$24.85. This in a 
time when the average wage for a factory work¬ 
er was $1.25 for a 10-hour day. Because of its 
importance to our lives - it cooked oupfood the 
year round and warmed us in winter - it took on 
a sort of member-of-the-family status. It dom¬ 
inated the kitchen and it dominated our lives be¬ 
cause of the care and service it required. Wood 
and coal had to be brought in daily, and just as 
often, the ashes had to be carried out. It bore no 
relation to the sleek, modern ranges of today. 
They are powered by electricity or gas, and they 
are fast and efficient. Loaded with gauges and 
gadgets, they can do any type of cooking with 
the flick of a switch or the turn of a valve. 

To emphasize the importance of the old 
cookstove, it might be well to set down one day’s 
operation on a winter day. First, it was necessary 
to build a fire no later than 5 a.m. Most wage 


earners were on the job by 7 a.m., and the stove 
was a slow starter. I can remember stumbling 
downstairs and being met by a wave of warm air, 
a big change from the frigid bedrooms on the 
second floor. And there was the smell of break¬ 
fast cooking: bacon and eggs, sourdough buck- 
. wheat pancakes, spicy link sausages, sometimes 
even quail on toast or fried wild rabbit with hot 
biscuits and gravy. What a way to start the day! 

Breakfast over, everyone scattered to go to 
school or work. Only Mama was left to do the 
dishes and think about the next m^. Lunch, or 
dinner as it was called, was not a big meal...sand¬ 
wiches, hot soup and a mug of scalding tea. 

Coming home from school was a time of 
high hopes and expectancy. There was always 
the prospect of wild ducks and dressing in the 
oven, or chicken or perhaps wild rabbits cut up 
and cooking in a pan of cream gravy. More often 
than not, the oven would be filled with dark, 
rich graham bread, the top crust enhanced with 
a mixture of honey, brown sugar and cinnamon. 
Our finances were low, but we ate extremely 
high on the hog. 

Supper was the big meal of the day. All the 
wonderful goodies that had been in or on the 
stove were placed on the walnut table with the 
red-checked tablecloth. By the light of the golden 
flame of the kerosene lamp with roses on the 
bowl, we not only ate our food, but we tied the 
family together for an hour or so as nothing else 
could. 

The evening meal over, it was not long until 
bedtime. Early rising dictated early retiring, 
usually by 9 p.m. The fire was banked, the damp¬ 
ers and draft set and the stove was left to itself 
for the night. With childish imagination, it al¬ 
most seemed that the friendly old stove winked 
with the last fluttering flame and bade us good¬ 
night. Tomorrow would be another day.

Thanks 
to Parson Weems’ biography, “Life of Wash¬ 
ington,” George chopped down the cherry tree, 
then made a heroic, full confession of guilt to 
his father, “1 cannot tell a lie.” But the parson 
did. Sorry, no chop chop. 

Nor did George heave that famous dollar 
over the wide, wide river. Not even Willie Mays, 
with a strong Candlestick wind could have done 
that. There was a wag who noted that “the dol¬ 
lar did go a lot further in those days.” 

Speaking of dollars - one reason George’s 
troops starved at Valley Forge was that farmers 
preferred to sell their goods to the British - for 
cash. George didn’t even have vouchers. 

Similarly, everyone knows Cornwallis sur¬ 
rendered to Washington at Yorktown. But he 


didn’t. Cornwallis’ couldn’t stand the ignomy 
ol acknowledging defeat. So, he said he was 
sick and sent an aide. Americans considered 
this insulting and sent an underling to receive 
the surrender. 

But artist Brumidi’s mural on our Capitol’s 
wall has both generals present in glorious living 
color, thus perpetuating the myth for all who 
visit the House of Representative’s dining room. 

Ah, those artists and their poetic patriotic 
interpretations. Mr. Leritze painted George 
crossing the Delaware in a small boat, America’s 
flag flying dramatically in the icy wind. Only 
problem is that when that crossing took place, 
we didn’t yet have a flag, and it was a pretty big 
boat. 

Washington did have false teeth. I’ve seen 
them. And he did live at Mt. Vernon. He was a 
general, and our first president. 

And his career really doesn’t need any em¬ 
bellishment.

THE OLD MAN AND MR. SMITH 
Peter Ustinov 

Yes, “The Old Man and Mr. Smith” is writ¬ 
ten by veteran actor, Peter Ustinov, who has 
written a ton of books as well as starred in many 
motion pictures and theatre and television pro¬ 
ductions. This multi-talented man uses two 
very familiar personages as his main characters 
in this modern-day “fable.” Mr. Smith, a thin, 
leathery-looking, ill-humored, mischievous imp 
is none other than the Devil himself. And the 
kind, rotund. Father Christmas figure of an old 
man is - well, you can guess. 


Ustinov brings God and the Devil, known 
as the Old Man and Mr. Smith, to earth, after 
centuries of absence, on a joint mission to see 
what the human race is up to. They encounter 
prostitutes, TV evangelists, park rangers, psychia¬ 
trists, and Chinese student revolutionaries as 
they visit gay bath houses, the Russian First Sec¬ 
retary and the President of the United States, 
while hotly pursued by the FBI (or FBO, as God 
mistakenly calls it). 

As this unlikely duo traverses the world m 
search of information on the human condition, 
they meet nearly every type of person of every 
religious persuasion. They find believers arid 
followers of one or the other, both or neither, in 
every corner of the world, and often not where 
or when one might expect.

What do these letters stand for and what are 
these diseases? 

1. ) Distemper — This is a contagious viral disease that in¬ 
fects the respiratory traa, gastrointestinal tract and the ner¬ 
vous system. Signs include fever, anorexia, nas^ discharge, 
coughing, vomiting, diarrhea and seizures. This disease is 
very difficult to treat. 

2. ) Infectious Canine Hepatitis — This is a contagious viral 
disease that affects primarily the liver. The signs are similar 
to those of distemper. 

3. ) Leptospirosis — This is an infectious baaerial disease 
that affects primarily the kidneys. Signs include fever, 
depression, anorexia, jaundice and internal bleeding. This 
disease can be spread from dogs to humans. 

4. ) Parainfluenza — This is an upper respiratory virus that 
causes inflamation of the trachea, bronchi, and lungs. It is 
an airborne virus and thus highly contagious. 

5. ) Parvovirus — This is an intestin^ virus that causes 

fever, anorexia, vomiting, bloody diarrhea, shock and 
death. It is most severe in young pups and older adult dogs. 
Early recognition of the symptoms and prompt treatment 
can be lifesaving. . 

6. ) Coronavirus — This is also an intestinal virus with signs 
very similar to parvo but is not as deadly.

On March 2, September 8, September 29 and 
November 6, 1992, routine water distribution system 
■ samples taken by the City of Sierra Medre indicated 

the presence of total coliform bacteria in the vicinity 
as of sample point at 655 Oakcrest and Fane Street. 

▲ Total coliforms are common in the environment and 

9 are generally not harmful themselves. The presence 

of these bacteria in drinking water, however, generally is a result of a problem 
with water treatment of the pipes which distribute the water, and mdicmes that 
the water may be contaminated with organisms that can cause disease. Disease 
symptoms may include diarrhea, cramps, nausea, and possibly jaundice, and 
any associated headaches and fatigue. These symptoms, however, are not just 
associated with disease-causing organisms in drinking water, but also may be 
caused by a number of factors other than your drinking water. 

Upon determination that the coliform standards were not being met, the 
following action was taken by the City of Sierra Madre: 

Auburn Reservoir was thoroughly recleaned and disinfected and the system 

regularly chlorinated. 

The findings to date indicate that no special precautions or actions are 
n€c^ssorv on vour port. 

The California Department of Health Services (DHS) sets drinking water 
standards and has determined that the presence of total coliforms is a possible 
health concern. DHS has set an enforceable drinking water standard for total 
coliforms to reduce the risk of the adverse health effects descried above. 
Under this standard, no more than one of the samples collected during a 
month can contain these bacteria. Drinking water which meets this standard is 
usually not associated with a health risk from disease-causing bacteria and 
should be considered safe. The City of Sierra Madre has been taking at least 

four (4) such samples every month. „ ui- i.

I ride a lightweight road 
bicycle for exercise. Yes, 

I am one of those riders 
you see with the crash hel¬ 
mets, the funny tight shorts 
and the shoes with little 
cleats on the bottom. My 
idea of a great time is seven 
laps around the Rose Bowl 
in under an hour. I am 
not as fast as I used to be; 
at nearly 44, who is? But 
1 still manage to have fun 
riding anyway. 


There are basically two 
kinds of bicyclists: pushers 
and spinners. The terms 
refer to how the rider util¬ 
izes the multi-speed gear¬ 
ing on his or her bike. 
Bike gearing is not like 
car gearing. The purpose 
of car gearing is to move 
a large mass from a stand¬ 
ing start and accelerate it 
up to highway speed. Every 
gear is meant to be used 
every time the car is driven. 
On the other hand, a bi¬ 
cycle and rider is a low- 


mass system. Most any 
rider can start pedaling in 
the highest gear from a 
dead stop. The purpose 
of bike gearing is that 
somewhere among those 
six, 10, 12 or 18 speeds, 
there will be one gear that 
is right for the rider. 

A pusher is a bike rider 
who has selected a gear 
that is too high for efficient 
pedaling. Some signs that 
a rider is pushing too large 
a gear are a slow pedaling 
cadence, rocking the hips, 
leaning from side to side, 
low speed and exhaustion. 
A spinner is a bike rider 
who has found the right 
gear for efficient pedaling, 
somewhere in the middle 
of the range. Some signs 
that a rider is spinning the 
right gear are a fast pedal¬ 
ing cadence, smooth riding 
form, better acceleration, 
higher speed and longer 
endurance.

Resuscitation 
means “to revive from 
apparent death.” Jesus’ 
resurrection was not just 
a coming back to life, it 
was a coming to newness 
of life after the destruc¬ 
tion of the old life through 
death. 

In Christ the old un-^ 
righteous human heredity 
died. In Christ, a new 
righteous heredity began 
with Jesus’ first breath on 
“resurrection morning.” 
This resurrection life was 
literally a new creation! 
When you understand the 
death of Christ as the 
death of sin, the death of 
condemnation, the death 
of death, then you begin 
to see that resurrection 
from death is more than 
reviving an old life to live 
again. Resurrection in 
Jesus’ case was in and of 
itself, a totally new be¬ 
ginning. It was a triumph 
of love over evil. It was a 


victory of light over dark¬ 
ness. All darkness is to¬ 
tally destroyed. Evil is 
annihilated, period! 

In His death, Jesus be¬ 
came sin for us. He took 
over evil heredity unto 
Himself as if it were His 
own. He never sinned, 
and yet He became sin. 
Therefore, the death of 
Jesus was really our death. 
He not only died for me. 
He died my death. 

By the same token, the 
resurrection of Christ from 
the dead was as much our 
resurrection, as His death 
was our death. Jesus 
Christ not only died for 
us. He rose again for us. 
In His resurrection, we 
become righteous as literal¬ 
ly as He became sin for 
us. We not only need to 
believe in the payment of 
our sins through Jesus’ 
death, we also need to be¬ 
lieve in His resurrection 
as power to live a new life 
above sin. We are now 
saints. We are as clean 
as Jesus. In the resurrec¬ 
tion, Jesus’ righteousness 
is ours forever and ever! 

Sunday evening, join us 
as Pastor Anderson con¬ 
tinues to lead us in the 
eight steps of processing 
truth. This week he will 
concentrate on the truth 
of the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ. There will also 
be a special time of wor¬ 
ship and praise led by 
Roger Van Spronsen.

The day the Lord 
has made 

“If 1 had a day that I 
could give to you. I’d give 
to you a day just like to¬ 
day” (John Denver). That 
is what the psalm response 
in the Easter Liturgy is 
telling us in the words, 
“This is the day the Lord 
has made; let us be glad 
and rejoice in it.” What 
kind of a day is it that 
the Lord has made? In 
the previous line the psalm 
read, “The stone the build¬ 
ers rejected has become 
the cornerstone.” Jesus. 
Jesus rejected? Think 
about it: the hometown 
folks ran Him out of town 
with the idea of throwing 
Him off a cliff; leaders 
of His people plotted to 
destroy Him; He was be¬ 
trayed with a kiss by friend; 
another friend denied 
even knowing Him; an 
angry mob called for His 
death; He was stripped, 
crowned with thorns and 
beaten. He was hanged 
on a cross. How could 
He have been any more 
rejected? 

The stone the builders 
rejected has become the 
cornerstone - the founda¬ 
tion, solid. God raised 
Him; this Jesus who talked 
with sinners (and ate with 
them), who loved well, 
who forgave easily, is the 
cornerstone for a new 
world. “For 1 was hun¬ 
gry, thirsty, naked, sick. 


in prison (we could add: 
alone, old, frightened, 
frustrated, depressed, un¬ 
believing) and you came 
to me.” This is the day 
the Lord has made, this 
day on which it is declared 
that good will win out over 
evil, resurrection over re¬ 
jection. This Son-drenched 
day is Easter - whatever 
its place in the week or 
whatever the month on 
the calendar. This is the 
day the Lord has made - 
for us. Let us be glad 
and rejoice in it - what¬ 
ever our present problems, 
personal and home; what¬ 
ever our awareness of 
pain in the world; what¬ 
ever our fears and dark¬ 
ness. It is necessary to 
rejoice. 

This in not a “let’s 
pretend that everything is 
okay; people are not hun¬ 
gry, the lonely are not 
frightened.” But we cele¬ 
brate as is right for those 
confident of God’s love 
and knowing His purposes 
will be obtained. “For 
our brother was dead and 
is come back alive.” Cele¬ 
bration - a sense of peace 
and joy - is essential. The 
facts seem to be over¬ 
whelming. There is no 
health of mind or body 
without it; it is as essen¬ 
tial as right food and 
proper exercise. 

This is the day the Lord 
has made; let us be glad 
and rejoice in it.

Eh. Earl Palmer, a pas¬ 
tor in Northern California, 
writes: “I have often 
thought of the Golden 
Gate Bridge in San Fran¬ 
cisco as our city’s bold¬ 
est structure in that its 
great south pier rests di¬ 
rectly upon the fault zone 
of the San Andreas Fault. 
That bridge is an amazing 
structure of both flexibili¬ 
ty and strength. It is built 
to sway some 20 feet at the 
center of its one-mile sus¬ 
pension span. The secret 
to its durability is its flex¬ 
ibility that enables this 
sway, but that is not all. 
By design, every part of 
the bridge - its concrete 
roadway, its steel railings, 
its cross beams - is inevi¬ 
tably related from one 
welded joint to the other 
up through the vast cable 
system to two great towers 


and two great land anchor 
piers. The towers bear 
most of the weight, and 
they are deeply imbedded 
into the rock foundation 
beneath the sea. In other 
words, the bridge is to- 
.tally preoccupied with its 
foundation. This is its 
secret! Flexibility and 
foundation. In the Chris¬ 
tian life, it is the forgive¬ 
ness of the gospel that 
grants us our flexibility; 
and it is the Lord of the 
gospel who is our founda¬ 
tion.” 

We live in an age of 
constant change and in¬ 
stability. Life has become 
more unpredictable and 
shocking. Very little seems 
to stay the same anymore. 
One thing, however, re¬ 
mains constant for all of 
us - our need for a firm, 
unwavering and sure 
foundation to stand on in

“A Chorus Line,” book 
by James Kirkwood and 
Nicholas Dante, music by 
Marvin Hamlisch, had 
the longest run of a mus¬ 
ical on Broadway, over 
five years, testifying to 
its popularity, and it won 
a Pulitzer Prize, which is 

given for remarkable ccrni- 
mentary on or revelations 
of American life, testify¬ 
ing to its truth and sub¬ 
stance. It is a marvelous 

combination of exciting 
dandng and moving story - 
or stories - as 26 dancers 
open the show in the mid¬ 
dle of an energetic routine. 
They have gathered to try 
out for what turns out to 
be eight parts. Some are 
dismissed almost at once, 
but the director asks the 
remaining 18 to tell him 
about themselves. By the 
time the decisions are 


made, the audience knows 
each one well enough to 
feel the thrill and the dis¬ 
appointment as each is 
chosen or dismissed. 

James Kirkwood, a 
dancer and choreographer 
in New York, knew these 
people well and drew the 
material for “A Chorus 
Line” from a series of 
“hair-down” conversations 
with his dancer friends. 
Some of the girls escaped 
from unpleasant home 
situations and problems 
with self-esteem by turn¬ 
ing to the ordered and 
pragmatic world of ballet 
school. As the song says, 
“Up a steep and very nar¬ 
row stairway, to a voice 
like a metronome - it 
wasn’t paradise but it was 
home.” There is an am¬ 
bitious actress, a girl who 
tried Hollywood and failed,

a 30-year-old fighting 
her age, and so on. There 
are men who love the chal¬ 
lenge and athleticism of 
the dance and the ones 
who find it a refuge from 
sexual ambiguity. Each 
dancer is trying to force 
his or her diversity into 
the mold of the standard 
chorus member. 

And “A Chorus Line” 
is a celebration of the 
multi-talented modern 
“gypsy” who can dance 


with amazing versatility, 
sing, at the very least, 
adequately, and act ex¬ 
pressively. In addition, 
dancers are one of the best 
disciplined groups in show 
biz, following instructions 
earnestly and without ar¬ 
gument and accepting 
criticism stoicly. 

The production now at 
Griswold’s Candlelight 
Pavilion follows the Broad¬ 
way script without cuts, 
and therefore contains the 


original “adult” material. 
This is not a matter of 
four-letter words but of 
reality, which is normally 
“adult.” Dancing is a 
very realistic profession 
and dancers are very down- 
to-earth people. 

Director John Vaughan 
and choreographer Lee 
Martino have assembled 
a highly competent cast. 
Standouts are Sabrina Lu 
as Cassie, the ex-movie 
actress; Anita Bartolotta 
is brash Val, who sings 
the praises of plastic sur¬ 
gery with abandon; and 
Dori Aipoalani, who de¬ 
parts from the series of 
dizzy blondes she has been 
playing for the San Ga¬ 
briel Civic Light Opera, 
makes the world-weary 
Sheila unusually sympa¬ 
thetic. Glenn Mendoza 
is the shy and private 
Paul, but there are a lot 


of others, all good, and 
songs about growing up, 
learning to tap, and the 
wistful “What 1 Did for 
Love” that recognizes 
that dancing careers are 
short. 

The Pavilion has been 
a successful dinner theater, 
doing Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein and “Showboat” 
and innocuous Broadway 
medleys, and are careful 
to warn their usual audi¬ 
ences that this is more 
sophisticated stuff, but 
if they continue produc¬ 
tions of the caliber of 
this one, and their previous 
“Nunsense,” they may 
just have shows as up-to- 
date and as high quality 
as their food.
